New York, May $1, 1883,—Here I 
am at last, in the beautiful, charming 
city of New York—in the city where 
I spent three of the happiest years of 
my life in the study of the busy 
world, as wellas in the pursuit of 
theological lore. It seems like getting 
back home. A thousand incidents as- 
sociated with this and that place have 
been reproduced in my mind and have 
evoked the feelings of the past. 

I arrived in time to witness the ob- 
servance of.

She is too commercial, and perchance 
too democratic (I use the word in its 
less restricted, and, therefore, less ob- 
jectionable sense) to dazzle the eye 
with anything that smacks of idle 
splendor or royal pomp. Her sons 
walk gracefully by from their hotels 
to Wall street, but they feel con- 
strained and bored when marching in 
a line for show. Her daughters know 
exactly what style of a hat is-more be- 
coming to the possessor of a nose with 
such and such lineaments, and they 
can tell, without stopping to deliber- 
ate, what trimmings ought to go with 
such 8 dress; but when it comes to 
decorating the streets and other pub- 
lic places, their taste seems utterly to 
desert them. New York’s finest spec- 
tacles are those that are not intended 
assuch.

California Raisins, 

From the Boston Commercial Bulletin.) 

The area over which the raisin 

rape can be successfully grown in 
the United . States is limited to a 
small portion of the Pacific slope, and 
on but a small part of this territory 
can the grape be cured to best advan- 
tage. It is well known that in Mal- 
aga the finest raisins are the product 
of grapes dried in the sun, and so it is 
in California. 

For this reason the finest, hand- 
somest and best flavored raisins are 
made within the belt of Southern Cal- 
ifornia which is freest from rain and 
fogs, and which depends on irrigation 
for water for the vines. 

The best raisins are made without 
the aid of artificial heat, which is in- 
dispensable in those portions of the 
raisin distri¢t which are subject to 
fogs and frequent rains. The wine 
grape can be grown on indifferent 
soil, but the Muscat grape for raisins 
can be grown successfully only on a 
rich, warm soil, the red granite soil 
being considered the best for growth 
and early bearing of the vine, for an 
abundant yield and for beauty of the 
fruit. 

It is only a few years since it has 
been known that a raisin could 
be made in California, and in 1882 the. 
State produced 150,000 boxes. The 

ield has been so profitable thata 
arge number of persons have set out 
vines during the past year, and though 
land is flow held and sold at $400 an 
acre in Riverside, San Bernardino 
county, many of its people believing 
that raisin-culture is the safest and 
most profitable branch of the fruit} 
business, have planted their lands to | 
the vine. 

The profitableness of a vineyard de- 
pends upon its location, the care it re- 
ceives and upon sufficient irrigation at 
the proper time. With the attention 
which 4 raisin vineyard usually re- 
ceives, the net income is not far from 
$200 an acre, but when especial care 
is given it, it is often increased to $300 
or $350, as was the case with several 
vineyards in San Bernardino county 
in 1882. 

The Riverside, Cal., Press and Horti- 
culturist of. Nov. 11, 1882, contains 
this statement : 
. “The net income derived from raisin 
vineyards in Southern California varies 
from $100 to $400. per acre, aceording 
to the age of vines.and the skillshown 
in their cultivation.

A fugitive 
from justice, and a proscribed 
mun, guilty of a crime the pen- 
alty for which was-an ignomini- 
ous death,he fled to Canada, where 
he was when victory crowned the 
victorious arms of his comrades 
on the field of Appomatox. At 
this time Patterson fully realized 
what he had forfeited by his 
shameful act. When the regi- 
ment returned home the hearts 
of the whole land went out in 


gratitude to them; they were 


feted and caressed on every 
hand, but the deserter could not 
share in the feelings of glad 
triumph which took possession 
of every heart. After several years 
spent in Canada, separated from 
an aged mother, relatives and 
friends, he returned to his home 
in Rochester. where he remained 
until within a few days, Since 
his return from Canada he has 
been in constant fear of being 
apprehended for a crime commit-
